In endeavouring to 
ponotrato a voil of mystery, the imagin- 
sure to conjure up a picture far 
in richnoss that actually con- 
With tho ancients, 
ponsity resulted in doseripti 
‘Amnzons and Coutaurs, Persian and 
Hindostanoo literaturo wanders into 
trackloss jangle, whon it transgressos 
tho limits of the known, and peoples it 
swith gonii and soreorers, Europeans, 
Deing af» more practical tarn, err gonp- 
rally. in’ tho direction of wealth, ¢'] 
imaginary Bldorado was spoodllyeieu- 
juved up from the tales of early voy- 
‘agors to Amoriea ; and a Cuthay clothed 
in silk and rovelling in. luxury 
suggested by the few piccos of i 
which, three conturies ago, found their 
tedious way to Western conutries. Even 
‘at the present day, an odour of frank- 
ingonso and myrrh hovers round Arab- 
wn earavans ; and the imagination reus 
riot amid tho beanties of tho vale of 
Gashmore. An old proverb accounts 
for this by saying that “distance londs 
enehiantmont to. thor 
tnneo doos not seom an 
mont in the process. We, living on the 
borders of China, still indulge in golden 
dreams of the rosults to nso whon 
railways shall have opened up, com- 
munication with tho “interior,” and 
funall slamors shall ply freely on the 
“inland wators.” Native produce of 
unknown kinds and quantity is to pour 
westward to tho const, while n conti- 
nuous stream of shirtings is to flow 
stondily back in oxchange. Tho coal 
fields of the North-wost aud Con- 
tro aro to snpersedo those of Bulli 
Bulli and West Hartley, and tho 
‘mountains of Yunnan aro’ to contri- 
Tato thoir shnro towards tho motallie 
‘wealth of the world, Anothor pocu- 
Tinvity, howovor, is that, while wo dave 
these hopeful inferences from increased 
F communication, the prospect 
Jor so very different « 
light to tho Chinese. To us, railways 
mean freo intercourse, enlightenment, 
‘eomiinoreo, andl wealth’; to. the manda 
rina they suggest. rowdyism, tho oror- 
thro mo-honowred custom and 
tradition, disturhaneo, Wost- 
era nations estimate’ thoi prosperity 
by tho value of their exports as 
much as by their imports, Chinn 
mon, ava rilo, hold keoping thoir own 
and ndding to it, tho wisor rule of poli- 
tical economy. ‘Crue, growers and mor- 
chants havo found the snlo of tea and 
ilk a ploasant aud Incrative busine 
But tho peoplo at largo, liko tho 
Tapaneso, complain that tho. wéule bas 
‘boon an inoronso in thé valuo of. thoso 
articlos, And whilo wo know from ox- 
jrionco that now oscupations and 
Figuer’ wages. ‘romutt from tho ia- 
troduction of steam as a moans of 
onrrings, Princo Kung looks on it as 
sing. idlonoss and starvation to 
sovoral millions of the bos 
ation.” "Tho 
swhoro tho nccuracy of both viows will 
bo tstod, Howover stovly and grnda- 
ally, tho nppliancos of superior civilisa- 
tion must, evontnally, be aceopted ; anid 
wo trust tho hopofil anticipations of 
foreigners may then bo roalisod, as 
ffectally a tho dra, nppraboasios of 
+ Chinoso will bo dispeltod 
‘Du Haldo, whethor writing from henr- 
say of from notes furnished by actaal 
obsorvation of his correspondents, dos- 
oribes Yunnan as ono of tho richost 
prorincos in tho empire, Tt contained 
in his timo twonty-ono citios of tho 
first rank, and fifty-livo of the second ; 
and was watorod ovory wh 
vivors whoroof several tako thoit rise 
from oonsidormblo lakes.” Gold was 
gathored “out of tho sand of the tor- 
onts thnt doscond from tho mountains 
situated in tho Western part of the 
province,” wheneo he * fairly judged 
that those moantains contained gold 
nos whieh would produee inmmonso 
riches, werethey sutllurad te be opened.” 
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‘The provines also contained copper 
andamber—'in a word rubios, agattes, 
sapphires, pontls, precious stones, musk, 
sil and a vory boautifal marble, some 
of which naturally roprosents’ flow- 
ers, troes and rivers.” No doubt thi 
dose was rather highly col- 
oured, under the inflaenco of that 
tondenoy to bolaud every thing oriental 
which provailed at tho time it was 
written. Bat more recent enquiry has 
proved at least the substance to bo 
correct. It is true the precious stones 
ascribed to Yunan are in all probabil 
ty products of Burmab, brought ens 
ward by the caravans which yearly 
evoss tho frontior from China. Bat 
at least tho tale of their existence in 
Yunan was trac. And in view of 
fatare railway communication with 
theso districts, it is interesting to know 
what trac ‘amnite ite introduotion: 
‘The lines proposed by Sir Macdonal

"Tho porseverance too” which has 
grined for the Chine the naz 

nglo Saxons of tho east, has impell 
thom to take up their residence across 
the frontier, and thero to create busi- 
ness of their own. They have tho bes 
shops in Mandalay, and nearly mono- 
polise the distilleries of sugar which 
tho Burmese themselves are too, inert 
to carry on, AtAmarapoora they ha 
© qaatlor of tho town to themselves, 
which they declined to quit when 
the King transferred bis capital to 
Mandalay. A forco was sent to expel 
them, bat thoy harriended their streets, 
and crontually tho attempt to romove 
them was abandoned. Tho trade ix 
metals in Yunan was greater, ac- 
cording to Da Halide, than in any other 
province; though he sometimes rushes 
into speculation, when particalarisi

‘Tire caso of tho barque Sealon probabiy 
rankod among tho list of griovancos on 
which tho Taotai based his memorable 
dospatch of tho 17th January, claiming 
pity for ‘tho “many hundred inno- 
cont nativo morchants who had beon 
brought to rnin" through tho dofalea- 
tions, nominally of Chinese compra- 
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rerohants, And it must bo admitted 
iat he had, here, somo apparent ground 
ofcomplaint, Even an English Court of 
‘Law has declined to recognieo the vali- 
ity of the bond, so far as rogarded tho 
hypotheeation of tho cargo; and to 
nese, unacquainted with the principle 
ttomry, tho detontion of their pro- 
‘must have seemed singularly un- 
just, That the ship should como to so 
condign grief was bad enough; bat 
that, in addition to tho loss and annoy- 
anes sustained through this delay, the 
cargo, itself should bo withteld. from 
em to pay for hor repairs, was an 
Anomaly that called for vigorocs protest. 
‘The cnso arose out of sovero injarios 
sustained by tho Seafon, during a voyago 
from Swatow to Shangbai undertaken 
last November. Fifteen after 
eaving port she was caught ina violent 
‘which reduced tho vessel nearly 
toa wreck. The bulwarks were wasli- 
‘ed away, the main hatch stove in, tho 
ong boat smashed, the main and foro 
yards carried away, and the mizon 
mast sprung, besides minor injuries. 
Raflcient sail could not be got up to 
retura to Swatow, and tho ship had 
to anchor temporarily ina bay a fow 
miles distant, When eventually sho 
returued to port, the extreme process 
of hypotbecating’ cargo as well as 
ull had to be resorted to, to raise 
fallciot money for ber repair, On 
the wisdom of the outlay of $14,000,— 
by which her agent succeeded in raising 
her value from the $8,000 at_ which bio 
‘estimated iton ber retarn, to $12,000,— 
wo will not comment, ‘The procevding 
savours of throwing good money after 
bad; but was doubtless suggested by a. 
landable anaiety to forward’ tho views 
of Chinese shippers. They expross- 
ed a desiro that thoir cargo should 
bo furwanled to its destination, and tho 
alternative of Uoing thie by’ another 
ship, instead of repairing the unhapps 
Seaton forthe purpose, was overlooked. 
‘Trao, they’ are said to laavo opposed the 
Luypothecation of their cargo for thi 
parposo; bat they only expressed their 
Gissont in ordinary instead of formal 

Jauguage, ond it was disrogarded. 
roqaired sam was accordingly usu 
and, after wo monthe delay, ake again 

proceeded on her voyage. 

Arrived hore, her didicultios recurred, 
with all tho difference in force th 
botween contracting a loan an 
ing it. ‘Tho Chinamen wanted 
thoir cargo, tho agouts could not deliver 
it, Tho good offices of the Taalai wore, 
as usual, invoked ; and, as usual, His 
Excellency's ready pen was at tho dis- 
posal of bis suforing countrymen. Tho 
;ardship of the caso was pointed out to 
itios, and 

tho unconditional release of tho car 
sought, ‘Tho case, however, was al 
in tho hands of tho Court, and His Ex. 
cellency was no doubt reminded, as 
pertinently. as in tho caso of Chequai's 
silk, that no interference with the dno 
course of law could bo recognised. 
This courso bas now beon ran, and 
tho cargo released from durance.” ‘Tho 
Chick ‘was not satisfied that 
the Chineso ad liad a fair opportunity 
of expressing formial assout or dissent, 
from tho proposed hypothecation of 
thoi cargo, and released thom on this 
round from liability. ‘Tho viow ho 
as taken will, wo think, bo gonorully 
concurred in. ‘The conversational mon- 
tion made by Mr. Vincent of tho course 
hho intonded to pursue, might nve hold 
ood with Baropoaris, ‘who dlearly une 
dorstood the position.” But a very vast
